Theatre 


Before  each  production,  any  interested  per- 
former must  audition;  then,  the  cost  and  crew  are 
picked  and  rehearsals  begin.  Each  scene  must  be 
blocked  for  stage  positioning  of  props  and  actors, 
and  long  hours  of  rehearsal  ensue  until  all  lines 
and  positions  are  right.  The  technical  crew  uses 
alot  of  imagination  and  muscle  to  put  together 
the  necessary  props  and  stage  scenery,  as  well 
as,  special  effects,  lighting  and  other  stage  neces- 
sities for  a  good  performance. 


The  Wilkes  Community  College  Theatre  group  has  already  put  on  one 
successful  major  play  this  year.  During  the  last  two  weeks  of  November,  the 
WCC  Theatre  performed  Arthur  Miller's  "The  Crucible."  The  technical  crew 
and  performers  were  made  up  of  WCC  drama  students  and  people  from  the 
community. 

The  cast  and  crew  for  two  new  one  act  plays  have  been  decided  upon 
and  they  are  already  busy  rehearsing.  These  two  plays,  "The  Foghorn"  and 
"To  Chicago  Abyss"  (both  Ray  Bradbury  science  fiction  plays)  are  to  be 
presented  to  the  public  the  last  two  weeks  in  February. 

The  first  two  weeks  of  February,  the  Children's  Theater  drama  class  will 
present  "The  Riddle  Machine,"  a  one-act  science  fiction  play  for  children.  The 
last  week  of  April  and  the  first  week  of  May,  the  Wilkes  Community  College 
Theater  will  present  its  annual  musical.  This  year'  presentation  is  "South

Educated  in  the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  WCC's  amiable  Dean  of  Student  Services  graduated  from  Lincoln  Memorial  University  where 
he  received  his  DA  degree  in  Social  Studies.  He  earned  his  M.A.  degree  from  Appalachian  State  University  and  his  Ed.  D.  from  Nova  University  in 
1976.  He  has  done  additional  studies  at  North  Carolina  State  University,  University  of  Georgia,  and  California  State  of  Los  Angeles. 

Dr.  Thompson  entered  the  Navy  after  high  school  as  a  Naval  Aviation  Cadet  and  served  for  four  years  as  a  Naval  Aviator.  Today  Dr.  Thompson 
is  a  Captain  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  North  Wilkesboro  Presbyterian  Church  and  serves  as  a  Ruling  Elder  and  Receiving  Treasurer.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
North  Wilkesboro  Lions  Club,  and  is  a  past  President.  He  is  the  immediate  past  President  of  the  Wilkes  Chapter  of  the  North  Carolina  Symphony. 
He  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  for  the  New  River  Mental  Health  Center,  and  he  is  a  member  of  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  a  National 
Professional  Fraternity.  To  try  to  list  all  of  Dr.  Dob's  awards,  citations,  honors,  activities  and  labors,  would  take  several  pages.  It  is  perhaps 
sufficient  to  say  of  a  man  like  Dr.  Thompson,  "He  is  a  rare  man." 

The  students  at  WCC  know  that  Dr.  Dob  really  "cares."  He  demonstrates  this  attitude  at  all  times  and  shows  a  dedicated  concern  for  the 
students.
